Fire Prevention Week 
Coming October 612 

By Chief Claude Thompson 

President Harry S. Truman and 
Governor Simeon Willis have 
designated the week of Octobei 
6-12 as "Fire Prevention Week'' 
In reality every week should be 
Fire Prevention Week just 
Spirit of Christmas should not be 
limited on the calendar to De- 
cember 25th. Anything woi 
while, to be truly effective, 
dependent on continual day 
day application. This is especially 
true in fire control for by co 
certed dally thoughtfulness 90', 
of all fires can be prevented just 
by observing a very simple rule — 
mainly good housekeeping. Sav- 
ing our lives and property from 
fire is as simple as that. 

Every minute of the day and 
night, someone's home or place 
of business is destroyed by fire 
in the United States. Communi- 
ties and their homes may be well 
planned, but fire will occur when 
we are generally careless. 

The leading causes of fires year 
after year are carelessness with 
smoking and matches; the misuse 
failure to repair defective elec- 
trical equipment; sparks on roofs; 
defective chimneys; spontaneous 
ignition of rubbish such as papers, 
rags, magazines, old furniture and 
the like accumulated in attics, 
basements *id closets; defective 
heating equipment; lightning; 
inflammable liquids, such as clean- 
ing fluids, etc., used or stored in 
the home. 

The National Fire Protection 
Association has pointed out that 
fire losses during 1945 were great- 
than in any of the preceding 
16 years and that the estimated 
loss for the first four months of 
1946 is 60 per cent greater than 
during the first four months of 
1945. 

The increased losses are attrib- 
uted largely to substandard con- 
struction and installation, inade- 
quate protection and mainte- 
inadequate fire depart- 
and the cessation of critical 
inspections. 
The association is apprehensive 
' a further increase in fire deaths 
because "of the housing shortage, 
as we cut up large old residences 
and permit people to sleep in at- 
tics and elsewhere without ade- 
quate exit facilities and fire pro- 
tection." They warn against the 
laxity in building codes to permit 
emergency housing and the use 
of inflammble materials in alter- 
ations and new buildings. 

Percy Bugbee, general manager 
of the National Fire Protection 
Association, has declared that 
when it comes to safety, "Amer- 
icans are too prone to 'lock the 
barn after the horse is stolen'," 
and that "the public thinks too 
little about fire until it's too late." 

Fire Prevention Week offers 
everyone an opportunity to join 
in the war against fire. It is an 
excellent time to put our domestic 
house in order and to crack down 
on fire hazards. 

In this country, regardless of 
occupancy or special hazards, fires 
have been and continue to be a 
burning shame. 

Let us recognize fire as the 
danger it is, and ever remember 
that eternal vigilance is the price 
of safety.

Someone may say that all this is 
Old Testament in its background 
and principle. What about the fol- 
lower of Christ in our day? The an- 
swer is that 

II. Christ Expects Neigkhorli- 
ness (Matt. 25:34-41). 

This is a prophetic picture of 
great judgment scene. It is not, 
many suppose, the same as tl 
judgment of the Great White 
Throne of Revelation 20. 

The scene here is not in heaven, 
but upon the earth. IJ is not individ- 
uals who are being judged, but the 
nations of the earth. They are not 
being judged regar 
sonal salvation, but for their treat- 
ment of Christ's brethren. 

Who are his brethren? First we 
thipk of his brethren, after the flesh, 
the people of the Jewish race. Scrip- 
ture reveals again and again that 
God is watching over his chosen 
peop»» even though they are now 
scat'ered In judgment for their un- 
bc.ief !'e will not hold any guiltless 
who harm his people (Gen. 12:1-3). 

The word ' brethren" is also used 
in such • passage as Matthew 12: 
46-50 to include all who do the will 
of God. That suggests a broader ap- 
plication of these words. 

Our attitude toward God 
presses itself in our attitude toward 
our fellow man. That which we do 
toward those about us is not 
tcr of indifference, but is the basis 
for God's Judgment of 
Each of us must answer for the 
deeds done in the flesh whether they 
be good or evil. That is true 
of the believer (II Cor. 5:10), » 
salvation has already been deter- 
mined by his faith in Christ. 

Hc>-» in our lesson, however, the 
failure to do that which shows forth 
God's law of love is 
ground of eternal judgment. This 
is not because an act of kindness 
itself can be regarded 
ground of division, but bee 
failure to give' it or do it reflects 
an attitude of heart toward our Gt 
and his Christ which is in reality 
rejection of his way of salvation. 

Judgment is thus a revelation of 
the attitude of the heart, which 
markf • man or woman as being 
either saved or lost. It may be 
sible to so becloud the thinking of 
our friends and neighbors that we 
may go through life looking 
thing like a Christian, but when 
Christ judges, it will all be revealed. 

Notice the importance of a proper 
attitude toward those who need our 
kindness and help. All too often the 
len Is

The Fiscal Court 
In Action

County Treasurer James E. 
Tierney's report was received and 
filed. The county's balance as of 
September 10 was $59,083.59. 

A delegation from St Mat- 
thews, headed by Mrs. W. A. Heit- 
mann, appeared before the Court 
to request an approximate outlay 
of $12,000 a year by the county 
for a fully-staffed and equipped 
branch library somewhere in St. 
Matthews. Mrs. Heitmann was 
accompanied by Mr. Clarence 
Graham of the Library Board. 
Various and sundry angles of the 
matter were openly and freely 
discussed— among which was the 
proposed "bookmobile" type of 
service that is being planned by 
the Library Board and which Mr. 
Graham explained is being held 
up because of the Board's inabil- 
ity to purchase the right type of 
truck. It was brought out that 
four communities in the county 
are now being served in a partial 
way with free book distribution, 
but this is mostly Action and 
hasn't a lot of reference value. 
For this service the county ap- 
propriated $19,718 for this fiscal 
year, and it isn't likely that ; 
other $12,000 could be added 
the appropriation because the 
money just isn't there. The mat- 
ter was referred to Commissioner 
Torstrick who was absent and 
with whom this delegation will be 
asked to confer. It is felt that if 
this expanded service is given t 
St. Matthews, there are four o 
five other communities in th 
county equally entitled to th 
same service. 

Jailer George Berry and Archi 
tect Stratton Hammond appeared 
before the Court to pursue the 
matter of getting at least $50,000 
from the county to complete jail 
repairs and renovations.

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Vet Income Ceiling 

In ac-ordance with recent 
amendments to the "G.I. Bill," 
subsistence allowance plus com- 
pensation shall not exceed $175 
per month for a veteran without 
a dependent or $200 per month if 
he has a dependent or dependents. 

This means that a single vet- 
eran receiving $145 monthly from 
bis employer would receive $50 
as subsistence allowance. Thus 
the total amount received comes 
within- the total of $175. 

In case he is married and his 
earnings are $125, he will receive 
as subsistence $75, instead of $90 
per month, thus keeping the total 
amount received within the $200 
ceiling. 

The first three subsistence 
checks issued after enactment will 
have enclosed a notice stating the 
provisions of the law, and that 
if there is an overpayment on the 
part of the Veterans' Administra- 
tion, deduction may be made from 
future payments of subsistence 
allowance, or, by direct reim- 
bursement by the veteran. 

"Compensation" as used in this 
article means wages, salary, com- 
mission, bonus or other payments 
received by a veteran by reason 
of his employment, whether self- 
employed or otherwise, and re- 
gardless of whether such employ- 
ment is related to his training. 

The term "wages" shall include 
'overtime work customarily sched- 
uled, but will not include occa- 
sional overtime beyond the stan- 
dard work period of the estab- 
lishment. 

When lodging, meals, laundry 
or other services are furnished a 
person in training, as a part of 
his compensation, an allowance 
representing the reasonable value 
of such services will be added to 
the actual wages or salary in 
determining the rate of compen- 
sation received. 

The new law distinguishes be- 
tween the standard apprentice 
training, supervised by Federal 
and State apprenticeship agencies 
and "other training on-the-job." 
Federal and State apprenticeship 
agencies may run to a maximum 
of four years, whereas the other 
training on - the - job programs 
must not be more than two years 
in duration. 

It must be emphasized that vet- 
erans partaking in these programs 
under the "G.I. Bill" only, must 
furnish their training officers a 
statement of earnings during Au- 
gust, September and October on 
or before November 5, 1946. 

It is your writer's opinion that 
the ceilings imposed by the Vet- 
erans' Administration are bound 
to have a detrimental effect upon 
training on-the-job programs. At 
the same time, the provision may 
■ favorably affect those taking in- 
stitutional training in that they 
will be able to work full

An estimated savings of $3,939 
by Daviess County homemakers, 
who made or remodeled 3,130 gar- 
ments last year, made or renewed 
310 hats and made 115 accesso- 
ries, was reported to the annual 
meeting of the Daviess County 
Homemakers' Association. One 
hundred and forty-one sewing 
machines were also cleaned and 
put in good condition. 

In the home-furnishings proj- 
ect, 570 pairs of curtains were 
made, 354 pieces of furniture 
were purchased and 341 reftn- 
ished, 470 rooms were painted and 
papered, 380 floors improved, 63 
hooked or braided rugs were com- 
pleted, 746 pictures rehung or 
removed, 161 homes were lighted 
with electricity and 116 electrical 
appliances purchased.

FERTILITY IN LEAVES 

"Through fallen leaves, nature 
has provided for a fertile forest 
floor," says the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture in a mimeographed 
leaflet on autumn leaves prepared 
the Forest Service.

small fires in the woodlands in de- 
stroying and wasting fertility. 
Similar wastes occur, says the 
Department, when the town or 
city dweller burns autumn leaves 
instead of using them as mulching 
material or as a source of compost 
that can be used either as an 
organic fertilizer and soil condi- 
tioner to be spaded into the soil,

it is equivalent to dedicating one's 
life to a single purpose. Consid- 
ered in this light, how necessary 
Is a careful appraisal of what 
one's life is consecrated to. Con- 
secration, in the usually accepted 
seme, means dedication to a holy 
purpose, or serving God. If hon- 
est examination shows that effort 
is being centered on something 
that is not Godlike, then a revi- 
sion is at once in order. 

But to the one concenli atiiiK mi 
earning a living and supporting 
a family, the dedication or conse- 
cration of life to God may not ap- 
pear feasible. Yet the world's 
greatest example of true consecra- 
tion, Christ Jesus, pointed nut in 
his Sermon on the Mount that 
seeking God first will surely bring 
to mankind everything that is 
needful. In the closing verses of 
the sixth chapter of Matthew it 
is made abundantly clear that the 
thing to be sought is not material 
wealth, but spiritual understand- 
ing. "Where your treasure is," 
said Christ Jesus, "there will your 
heart be also." 

The devotion of thought and 
effort to the understanding of 
God means consecration to the 
things of Spirit. It is mankind's 
prime responsibility. Speaking 
of this in Ihc Christian Science 
textbook, "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures," Mary 
Baker Eddy says (p. 2i;i>, "Good 
demands of man every hour, in 
which to work out Hie problem 
of being." That this is necessary 
is made abundantly clear for she 
continues: "Consecration to good 
does not lessen man's dependence 
on God, but heightens it. Neither 
does consecration diminish man's

— To avoid tomato 
wilt, only wilt - resistant sorts 
should be used at the first sign 
anywhere in the garden. The 
trouble is spread by means of 
cultivating tools and even on 
shoe-soles. 

Potatoes — Some early plantings 
did wonderfully well, but when 
the blight swept through, it killed 
everything in short order. The 
weather was to blame in that it 
was "blight weather," but spray- 
ing with bordeaux or with copper 
oxide kept plantings green until 
a good crop could be made. 

Another cause for plants dying 
early was black scurf. The germs 
of this disease come on seed pota- 
toes, but in normal spring seasons 
in Kentucky, they develop more 
or less slowly. This year, for 
weeks on end, the average tem- 
perature was low, and low tem- 
peratures makes this trouble more 
virulent. 

The preventive would have 
been to kill the germs on the seed 
potatoes by treating with corro- i 
sive sublimate or with Semesan 
Bel. Seed treatment pays for it- 
self many times over in any year. ' 

Another reason why potatoes 
died all at once was late blight, 
a disease that comes to Kentucky 
only in the fall season, and then 
not every year. This spring, the 
weather resembled that of early 
fall, and there was an average 
temperature of below 60 degrees, 
just right for late blight to de- 

As with the other blight, spray- 
ing with some copper compound 
is the preventive, armoring the 
foliage so the germs (carried 
through the air) cannot obtain 
foothold. 

All in all, it appears that home 
gardeners should be a bit more
